If you live in a rural area, or anywhere away from the very few big cities 
that have a ham radio retail outlet, you'll buy retail. In the State of 
Washington, there are retail ham stores in Seattle and Spokane. For people 
living anywhere else in the state, mail order is usually the only realistic 
option. Remember, in the Western U.S. it's hundreds of miles between 
cities! 


Also, if you work 11-12 hours a day like I usually do, I don't have 
time to go "shopping" so I tend to order most everything mail order since 
it saves me tons of time. 


Oh, you could buy an HT at Radio Shack, I suppose, but that certainly limits 
your options. 


I just ordered an ICOM W2A from Texas Towers for $439.95. I previously ordered 
my Tri-Ex tower through them. AES wanted $499.95 and Ham Radio Outlet wanted

The idea of treating young people as second-class citizens, is repulsive to 
me. 


If you treat youngsters as if they are responsible, they will respond 
positively. If people (adults included) are treated like "children", they 
will respond accordingly. 


I feel it is much better to assume that a person will be responsible, and 
take corrective action only when necessary. Even then, guidance is the 
best course to take. After all, many clubs have a hard time recruiting 
repeater control operators, regardless of age. 


I have observed that many teenage hams have totally different personalities 


when participating in Ham activities, than when "being themselves" at home 
or in school. This has to be a response to the respect they receive from 
other Hams. I certainly remember what it was like, getting into Ham Radio 
at age 14! 


I suggest that having a small, older group maintaining tight control over 
the club, will cause the club to stagnate. Any new Hams will just be 
"passing through", possibly never renewing their first license. 
Conversely, getting youngsters involved to the greatest extent possible, 
will result in a vigorous, active club, that continues to grow.

I called the League last week to check up on a candidate's upgrade 

(we're an ARRL VE site), and they said that the combined delay between the 
FCC and league has been right around the 90 day mark. So, just grin and 
bear it, and try to avoid calling the FCC yourself. If you've waited 

your 90 days and still have no ticket, call the group that administered 
the test and let them look into it. They will call the VEC and/or the FCC 
to follow up on it. The more time the FCC spends on the phone, the less 
time they spend shuffling 610's. 


If your first license is lost in the mail or for some other reason never 
makes it to you, the FCC will send you a special form to fill out that 
states that you never received your ticket even though it had been issued. 


Believe it or not, the FCC will often tell you what your call is before you 
receive the paper in the mail, but it is still ILLEGAL to use it until you 
have the paper in your sweaty little hands, properly signed of course. My 
first ticket got lost in the mail, so I know the above from first-hand 
experience.

Having both sides transmit and receive at the same time is called "Full Duplex". 
What we use most of the time is called "Half Duplex", because only one half of 
the conversation is active at a time. Full Duplex radio systems use two 
frequencies, one for each side of the conversation to transmit on. 


You might have meant can both sides transmit and receive simultaneously 
_on_the_same_frequency_ when you said "synchronous" That's not practical. 


My Alinco DJ-580 dual-band HT will do full duplex cross-band if the operator 
uses an earphone (to prevent feedback), and keys in 

the command to make the cross-band receiver operate when transmitting. 

One party transmits on 2 meters, one on 70 cm. Other dual-band HTs do this 
as well, I've seen one HT that's built like a phone handset and does full 
duplex reasonably well without the earphone.
